Spring Orchid Flowers 


Brining home a new orchid 
plant I worried that our latest 
acquisition would feel lonely in 
its new home.

The most ancient pre- 
Hellenic Sea Goddess was Tethys, 
Titan wife of Oceanus, who is said 
to be the Fish-Mother, creator of 
all sea life. Tien-Hou, Chinese 
Ocean Goddess, is in charge of 
maritime trade and rescuer of 
drowning sailors. One of the most

popular Sea Goddesses is Ymoja. 
She is the Yoruban (Nigeria) 
Mother of Waters Mama Watta 
who gave birth to all the world’s 
waters. Throughout the African 
migration, Ymoja has remained a 
popular divinity. She is Imanji or 
Yemanji in Brazilian Macumba, 
where she is the Ocean Goddess 
of the Crescent Moon. In Cuba 
her name is Yemaya, appearing 
in many variants: Yemaya 
Ataramagwa, the wealthy Queen 
of the Sea; stemYemayaAchabba; 
violent Yemaya Oggutte; and the 
over-powering Yemaya Olokun, 
who can be seen only in dreams. 

I could go on, but you get the 
idea. 

As a complimentary physician, I 
realize that this urge to bathe is 
a primal urge to clean ourselves 
from the past so that we can be 
reborn as fresh as the orchid 
flower that opened this morning.

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Referendum in Curacao to change the Netherlands Antilles 


Today, May 15, 2009, the 

referendum in Curasao is sure 
to have important repercussions 
for the political future of the 
Netherlands Antilles, a group of 
islands located in the southern 
Caribbean, which make up part 
of the Kingdom of Holland. 
One of the last remnants of 
overseas colonial territories in 
the Caribbean, the population 
of each island making up 
the Netherlands Antilles has 
divergent perspectives regarding 
what future ties their home- 
islands should maintain vis-a- 
vis Holland: autonomy within 
the Kingdom, or maintaining the 
status quo. 

Devoid of ample natural resources 
and heavily dependent on tourism, 
the option of independence for 
many of these islands represents 
a paramount challenge. Within 
an international context, the 
autonomy of Cura 9 ao and Sint 
Maarten (which could eventually 
lead up to full independence), 
may serve as a catalyst for 
other overseas territories to also 
pursue self-rule. Furthermore, 
the Netherlands Antilles are 
known for being tax havens 
and offshore financial centers 
by international organizations, 
hence a new political status may, 
ostensibly, prompt local leaders 
to agree to disclose the financial 


secrets of their clients. Finally, 
the geographical location of 
Curasao, the Netherlands Antilles 
most populous island, makes the 
island’s politics important vis-a- 
vis Washington and Caracas, as 
both are know to have interests 
there. 

Leading up to Today 
The Netherlands Antilles consist 
of the “Leeward” islands, 
including Bonaire and Cura 9 ao, 
and the “Windward Islands” 
which include Saba, Sint Maarten 
and Sint Eustatius. The islands 
are self-governing, with Holland 
overseeing defense and foreign 
policy matters, (according to 
the Charter for the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands Dec 15th 1954, 
Article 3). 

In 1993, a referendum confirmed 
the status of all islands within the 
union, despite earlier talks that 
debated their constitutional basis. 
Subsequently, the population 
of the islands realized that the 
idea of being semi-autonomous 
territories within the Kingdom 
was no longer plausible, 
especially from a political and 
economic viewpoint. In June 
2000, Sint Maarten held a non¬ 
binding referendum in which 69 
percent of the population voted for 
status aparte; meaning autonomy 
from the federation within the 


Kingdom of the Netherlands. In 
late 2004, the citizens of Bonaire 
(59.5 percent) and Saba (86 
percent), voted to remain part of 
the Netherlands. 

Moreover, nonbinding 

referendums were held in 
2005, in which, 68 percent of 
voters in Cura 9 ao chose status 
aparte, and 76.6 percent in St. 
Eustatius voted to remain a part 
of the Netherlands Antilles. The 
referenda were thus interpreted 
as the final move necessary for 
the government of the Antilles to 
negotiate with the Kingdom. On 
December 15, 2008, Dutch Prime 
Minister Jan Peter Balkenende 
met in a round table discussion 
with the delegates representing 
every island. 

Mixed Feelings and Objectives 
In June 2008 Cura 9 ao residents 
protested Amsterdam’s plan 
to oversee the finances of the 
island after more than 50 years 
of financial autonomy. Compared 
to neighboring dependencies 
making up the Netherlands 
Antilles, Cura 9 ao, an island of 
140,000 inhabitants, seems to 
be most positioned to seek full 
autonomy from Holland. 

The BES islands (Bonaire, St 
Eustatuis and Saba) have voted to 
integrate with the Kingdom. The 


major reason for this decision 
is that they believe they would 
be hard pressed to survive as 
independent political entities. 
In turn, they will receive Dutch 
assistance and the U.S. dollar 
will be adopted as the national 
currency. 

The question then revolves 
around what will be the fate of 
Cura 9 ao and Sint Maarten, both 
of which are leaning towards 
autonomy. Holland has essentially 
propagated an all-or-nothing plan 
for the aforementioned islands, 
in which each must be ready to 
either accept or forgo autonomy. 
The demands articulated by the 
Dutch government stipulate 
that both islands must improve 
their local economies and have 
functioning political institutions 
that will address corruption and 
other crimes, including human 
rights violations. 

The citizens of Cura 9 ao have 
protested being “tied up” with 
Sint Maarten, arguing that this is 
how Amsterdam aspires to keep 
both islands under its control. 
Cura 9 ao officials argue that their 
island would, in effect, have to 
assume the role of Sint Maarten’s 
chief financial guarantor. 

The May 15 Election 
As part of the autonomy process 


Holland has negotiated an 
economic aid package with the 
Netherlands Antilles to ensure 
that any island that chooses 
autonomy will be in sound 
financial condition. The aid 
includes financial supervision 
and a solution to the Antilles’ 
national debt, estimated at 
around $2 billion. Other changes 
include a native police force and 
amendments to the Constitution 
and charter. Holland also seems 
keen to maintain some kind of 
oversight over Cura 9 ao’s and 
Sint Maarten’s judicial system. 

A referendum will be held in 
Cura 9 ao on May 15. A “yes” vote 
will mean relieving the debt and 
accepting Dutch assistance in 
helping the island communities; 
a “no” vote will prompt 
Holland to demand repayment 
of the funds which were sent 
last January as part of the 
financing to begin assisting the 
Antilles repay its national debt. 
Furthermore, Amsterdam has 
hinted that, should the “no” vote 
prevail, there will never again 
be an opportunity to mitigate 
the islands’ debt, and that the 
autonomy discussions that have 
dated back to 1993 will cease. 
This is particularly troubling 
since investors, anxious about 
the political and economic future 
of the islands, go about assessing 
the island’s investment viability. 
The results of the referendum 
will, therefore, undoubtedly 
influence such relatively major 
decisions. “Only in Cura 9 ao 
is there some resistance to the 
autonomy process, Sint Maarten 
will say yes to almost anything,” 
explained journalist Miriam Sluis 
to COHA. 

Key Point: Drug Trade 
flowing through the Caribbean 
For the prospective nations 
(most likely Curaqao and 
Sint Maarten) a key issue 
prompting autonomy will be 
the combating of the drug 
trafficking passing through 
the Netherlands Antilles 
en route to European and 
American markets. This will 
also test the relationship that 
The Netherlands will maintain 
with its by-then, possibly, 
former semi-autonomous 
overseas territories.

Obama tempers optimism 
with reality on economy

WASHINGTON - Aiming 
to assert control over the 
nation’s economic debate, 
President Barack Obama on 
Tuesday warned Americans 
eager for good news that “by 
no means are we out of the 
woods” and argued his broad 
domestic agenda is the path to 
recovery. 

In a speech at Georgetown 
University, Obama aimed to 
juggle his recent glass-half- 
full takes on the economy 
with a determination to not 
be stamped as naive in the 
face lingering problems. 
He summarized actions his 
administration has taken to 
steady the limping economy 
and coupled that with a fresh 
overview of his domestic 
goals. 

The speech, which key aides 
had signaled in advance 
would not contain any major 
announcements, came as 
Obama nears his symbolic 
100-day mark in office, 


important because that has 
become a traditional marker 
by which to judge new 
administrations. 

“There is no doubt that times 
are still tough,” Obama said. 
“But from where we stand, 
for the very first time, we are 
beginning to see glimmers of 
hope. And beyond that, way 
off in the distance, we can 
see a vision of an America’s 
future that is far different than 
our troubled economic past.” 
Obama’s message came on a 
day of conflicting economic 
indicators and Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke’s suggestion that 
the recession may at last be 
bottoming out. 

It would have been difficult 
to make that case based on 
a report the government 
released earlier Tuesday 
showing that retail sales 
plummeted by 1.1 percent 
in March, a performance 
much poorer than experts had 
anticipated. At the same time, 
wholesale prices dropped 


sharply, a strong indication 
that inflation appears to pose 
little threat to the economy. 

In a speech at Morehouse 
College in Atlanta, Bemanke 
talked of flickering signs of 
improvement, citing recent 
data on home and auto sales, 
home building and consumer 
spending. 

But the government’s broader 
message — that a full 
turnaround might be a long 
time coming — may not be 
welcome news for a weary 
U.S. public. 

Obama, in fact, said in his 
speech that a complete 
recovery depends on building 
a new foundation for the U.S. 
economy and making changes 
in the political landscape. 
And he said anew that rules 
governing the financial system 
must be made compatible with 
Digital Age technology and 
innovation, telling Congress 
that “I expect a bill to arrive 
on my desk for signature 
before the year is out.”

Pyongyang ordered U.N. 
nuclear inspectors Tuesday 
to remove seals and cameras 
from its Yongbyon nuclear 
site and leave the country 
as quickly as possible, the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency said. 


North Korea told the IAEA it 
was “immediately ceasing all 
cooperation” and “has decided 
to reactivate all facilities and 
go ahead with the reprocessing 
of spent fuel,” according to 
a statement from the U.N. 
agency. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs condemned 
the decision, saying the 
international community will 
not accept North Korea until 
it abandons what Washington 
calls its pursuit of nuclear 
weapons. The North must 
“cease its provocative threats,” 
he said.

CHICAGO (AP) — Ousted 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich pleaded 
not guilty to federal corruption 
charges Tuesday, officially 
denying allegations including 
that he tried to sell President 
Barack Obama’s vacant U.S. 
Senate seat. 

In so doing, a defiant 
Blagojevich embarked on a 
long journey to clear his name, 
but is facing serious money 
problems and does not have a 
team of lawyers in place. 

“I’m glad this process has 
finally begun,” the impeached 
former Illinois governor told 
the media throng that spilled 
into the street in front of the 
courthouse after he and his 


brother, Robert, were arraigned 
on corruption charges. 

“It’s the end of the beginning 
in one respect but it’s the 
beginning of another aspect” 
of the case, Blagojevich said. 
“That is the beginning of me 
being able to prove and clear 
my name and be vindicated 
of what are inaccurate 
allegations.” 

Blagojevich, 52, is charged 
with scheming to sell Obama’s 
former U.S. Senate seat, 
attempting to extort campaign 
money fromcompanies seeking 
state business and plotting to 
use the financial muscle of the 
governor’s office to pressure 
the Chicago Tribune to fire 
editorial writers calling for his 
impeachment. The accusations 


led to his ouster as governor, 
but he repeated Tuesday what 
he has been saying for months 
— that he is not guilty. 

The former governor appeared 
to be in his element as the 
focus of a major political story 
yet again. He chatted amiably 
with reporters, and when one 
television cameraman stood 
atop a concrete pillar outside 
the courthouse to get a shot 
from above, he obligingly 
looked up and smiled. 

An attorney close to his legal 
defense said Blagojevich even 
wants U.S. District Judge 
James B. Zagel’s permission 
to leave the country to appear 
on a reality TV show in 
the Costa Rican jungle that 
could be taped in June. The 


attorney spoke on condition 
of anonymity, saying the plan 
was confidential. 

Defense attorney Sheldon 
Sorosky declined to confirm 
the reality show idea. 
Publicists Glenn Selig and 
Justin Herndon did not 
immediately return messages 
from The Associated Press. 
The lawyer did not name the 
show Blagojevich hopes to be 
on. But NBC said Tuesday it 
wants the former governor 
to appear on a show called 
“I’m a Celebrity ... Get Me 
Out of Here!” pending court 
approval. 

Ten celebrities will be dropped 
into the Costa Rican jungle 
“to face challenges designed 
to test their skills in adapting 
to the wilderness,” a network 
statement said. 

Blagojevich was arrested 
Dec. 9 after authorities said 
he was heard on FBI wiretaps 
discussing swapping the 
Obama seat for a Cabinet post, 
a new job or campaign money. 
A federal grand jury returned 
a 19-count indictment April 
2 that alleges corruption 
beginning before Blagojevich 
even took office. 

At the 10-minute arraignment, 
Blagojevich and Sorosky, a 
longtime friend and the only 
attorney currently on the case, 
entered the not guilty plea. 
Zagel then started a sequence of 
legal maneuvers that attorneys 


said would most likely lead to a 
Blagojevich trial a year or two 
down the road. Blagojevich 
faces charges including 
racketeering conspiracy, wire 
fraud, extortion conspiracy, 
attempted extortion and 
making false statements. 
Most of the charges carry a 
maximum sentence of 20 years 
in prison and a $250,000 fine. 
The sheer bulk of evidence 
defense attorneys must sift 
through makes it all the more 
important for Blagojevich 
to assemble a full legal team 
quickly. 

“It’s just not possible for just 
one lawyer to defend Mr. 
Blagojevich, no matter who 
that lawyer may be,” Sorosky 
told the judge. 

The lack of a legal team can 
be traced to a lack of money. 
SoroskytoldZagelheisseeking 
prosecutors’ permission to 
tap Blagojevich’s $2 million 
campaign fund to pay 
additional attorneys because 
much more legal muscle is 
needed to mount an adequate 
defense. Outside of court, 
Sorosky said even that money 
won’t be enough. 

One of the city’s top criminal 
lawyers, Edward M. Genson, 
had been Blagoejvich’s 
chief defense counsel. But 
he resigned after the former 
governor was deaf to Genson’s 
entreaties to stop sounding 
off on television interview 
shows.

An arrest warrant 

in Germany claims 
Demjanjuk was an 
accessory to some 29,000 
deaths during World War 
II at the Sobibor camp in 
Nazi-occupied Poland. 
Once in Germany, he 
could be formally charged 
in court. 

Demjanjuk was driven to 
his home in Seven Hills 
after his release, former 
son-in-law and family 
spokesman Ed Nishnic 
said. U.S. Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
said in a statement they’ll 
supervise him through 
electronic monitoring. 

In granting the stay, the 
three-judge panel said it 
would further consider 
Demjanjuk’s motion to 
reopen the U.S. case that 
ordered the deportation, 
in which he says painful 
medical ailments would 
make travel to Germany 
torturous. 

Citing the need to act 
because of the possibility 
of Demjanjuk’s imminent 
deportation, the court 
issued the stay without 


addressing the U.S. 
government’s argument 
that the court had no 
jurisdiction to rule on 
Demjanjuk’s appeal. 

The government planned 
to continue its legal battle 
in court, said Justice 
Department spokeswoman 
Laura Sweeney. 

Nishnic said the family 
was relieved the stay was 
granted. 

“We’re delighted. We’re 
prepared to make our 
arguments with the 6th 
Circuit, and it’s just a shame 
that Mr. Demjanjuk had to 
go through the hell that he 
went through once again 
this morning,” he said as 
he walked into a federal 
building in Cleveland 
where Demjanjuk was 
being held. 

Earlier Tuesday, 

Demjanjuk’s wife, Vera, 
sobbed and held her 
hands to her mouth as 
immigration officers 
loaded his wheelchair into 
a van at their home. As the 
van moved down the street, 
Vera turned and waved, 
sobbing in the arms of a 
granddaughter. 

Several family members, 
including a 10-year-old 


grandson, were in the home 
when the officers removed 
Demjanjuk. 

Nishnic said Demjanjuk, 
a native of Ukraine, told 
his family, “I love you,” in 
Ukrainian and was aware 
that the officers were there 
to take him to Germany. 
Nishnic said his former 
father-in-law moaned in 
pain as he was placed in 
the wheelchair. 

“It was horrendous. He was 
in such pain. I wouldn’t 
want to see anyone go 
through something like 
that,” said granddaughter 
Olivia Nishnic, 20. 

John Demjanjuk Jr., who 
filed the appeal with the 
6 th Circuit earlier Tuesday, 
said the government 
hadn’t lived up to earlier 
understandings of how his 
father would be removed. 
“They told me that they 
would have an ambulance. 
They told me we would 
have three to five days’ 
notice, and obviously you 
can’t believe everything 
the government tells you,” 
he told The Associated 
Press by phone while 
headed back to Cleveland 
from the federal appeals 
court in Cincinnati.

He also said the economy must 
be transformed from one less 
dependent on a risk-obsessed 
financial sector and more on 
clean energy, good education 
and health care costs brought 
under control. 

“We cannot rebuild this economy 
on the same pile of sand,” 
he said, invoking a Biblical 
reference to Jesus’ Sermon on 
the Mount. “We must build our 
house upon a rock.

WASHINGTON (AP) A former 
Justice Department official has been 
chosen as the top U.S. official along the 
southwest border with Mexico. It is a 
new Homeland Security post to oversee 
issues related to drug-cartel violence 
along the border. 

Homeland Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano is expected to name Alan 
Bersin to the position on Wednesday 
during a visit to the U.S.-Mexican 
border, according to a homeland security 
official who requested anonymity 
because he did not want to pre-empt the 
announcement. 

The Obama administration has promised 
to crack down on border violence and 


work with Mexican authorities to curb 
drugs and arms trafficking. 

President Barack Obama travels to 
Mexico this week to meet with Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon. 

Napolitano, who is making her second 
border trip in two weeks, will be 
discussing the agency’s efforts to curb 
the flow of illegal immigrants, guns and 
drugs along the border. 

The Obama administration has promised 
to crack down on border violence and 
work with Mexican authorities against 
drug cartels. Hundreds of federal agents, 
equipped with high-tech surveillance 
gear and drug-sniffing dogs, are being 
deployed to the Southwest. 

In his new capacity, Bersin will work 
with international officials and their 


counterparts in the U.S. agencies and 
border states. 

Bersin held a similar position at the 
Justice Department during the Clinton 
administration when he was responsible 
for coordinating law enforcement on the 
U.S.-Mexican border. During his time 
as “border czar,” he oversaw anti-drug 
and human trafficking problems. 

The Justice Department would not 
respond to an inquiry about when and 
why that position was eliminated. The 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
once part of the Justice Department, was 
dismantled and rolled into new agencies 
in the Homeland Security Department. 
The 2001 terrorist attacks spurred the 
creation of the new department, which 
launched in 2003. 
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down and the media coverage 
has moved on to something 
else, instead of confronting the 
major challenges that will shape 
our future in a sustained and 
focused way.” 

“This can’t be one of those 
times,” Obama said. 

Obama put his fledgling 
presidency on the line when 
he advocated sweeping new 
government intervention and 
spending to right the troubled 
economic conditions. Shortly 
after taking office he signed a 
$787 billion package intended 
to boost the economy and his 
administration also has unveiled 
a slew of other programs aimed 
to right the troubled home, 
banking and auto sectors.

The president devoted a 
significant portion of his speech 
to defending actions he has 
taken in the face of criticism 
he has heard mainly from 
Republicans — but also from 
some of the more conservative 
members of own Democratic 
Party — that he has “been 
spending with reckless abandon, 
pushing a liberal social agenda 
while mortgaging our children’s 
future.” 

Not so, Obama said. 

“The last thing a government 
should do in the middle of 
a recession is to cut back on 
spending,” the president said. 
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Woman charged in slaying 
of girl found in Inggago

STOCKTON, California 

(AP) — A Sunday school 
teacher kidnapped, raped 
and murdered an 8-year-old 
girl and stuffed her body in 
a suitcase that was dumped 
in a pond just near her home, 
prosecutors alleged Tuesday. 
Melissa Huckaby, 28, was 
charged with murdering 
her daughter’s playmate, 
Sandra Cantu, in a gruesome 
crime that has shocked and 
terrified residents of Tracy, 
a Northern California city 
of about 78,000, east of San 
Lrancisco. 

Huckaby, who volunteered 
as a Sunday school teacher 
at her grandfather’s Clover 
Road Baptist Church in 
Tracy, appeared in a San 
Joaquin County courtroom 
for her arraignment in a red 
jumpsuit and shackles. She 
trembled and cried as a judge 
read the charge: one count 
of murder with the special 
circumstances of rape with 
a foreign object, lewd or 
lascivious conduct with a 
child under 14 and murder in 
the course of a kidnapping. 
The special circumstances 
mean Huckaby, if convicted, 
could face the death penalty 
or life in prison without 
the possibility of parole. 
Prosecutors have said they 
have not decided whether to 
seek the death penalty. 
During Tuesday’s hearing, 
which lasted only several 
minutes, public defender 
Ellen Schwarzenberg asked 
Judge Richard A. Vlavianos 
for a gag order in the case. 
Vlavianos said that question 
would be answered by his 
colleague, Judge Terrence 
Van Oss, who would be 
presiding over future 
hearings. 

Vlavianos ordered Huckaby 
to return to court on April 24, 


when she’s expected to enter 
a plea. 

family members of the 
defendant and victim filed 
quietly into and out of the 
courtroom Tuesday, declining 
to speak with reporters. 
Many cried softly during 
the hearing and became 
especially emotional when 
the rape allegation was read. 
Sandra disappeared March 
27, last seen on surveillance 
camera video skipping 
outside the Orchard Estates 
Mobile Home Park where 
she lived just five doors from 
Huckaby. 

A 10-day search by law 
enforcement and the 
community ended April 6, 
when farmworkers draining 
an irrigation pond a few 
miles (kilometers) away from 
the mobile home complex 
found the suitcase containing 
Sandra’s body. 

Police have said Sandra was 
found wearing the same 
clothes she had on when she 
was last seen: a pink “Hello 
Kitty” T-shirt and black 
leggings. 

They have not said how, why 
or where she was killed, and 
the coroner’s office has said 
autopsy results are pending. 
A criminal complaint said 
the murder occurred “on or 
about” March 27 but gave no 
other details. 

Huckaby was arrested Friday, 
hours after she told a local 
reporter that the suitcase was 
hers but it had been stolen the 
day Sandra went missing. 

In the days after Sandra’s 
body was found, police 
searched Clover Road 
Baptist Church, interviewed 
Huckaby’s grandfather, 
Pastor Clifford Lawless, and 
took items from the family’s 
home. Huckaby lived with 
her grandparents. 

She grew up in Southern 
California and bounced back 


and forth between Tracy and 
Orange County after high 
school, said her family, who 
described her as a loving 
mother with a strong religious 
background. 

Relatives visited Huckaby 
late Monday at the San 
Joaquin County Jail, where 
she was being held without 
bail. Authorities were not 
aware if Huckaby had an 
attorney. 

“We’re in shock,” said Brian 
Lawless, Huckaby’s father. 
“The young lady I see on 
film, that’s not my daughter,” 
he said, referring to images of 
her broadcast on television. 
Lawless said the family cried 
and prayed together during 
the visit. 

The slaying had already 
aroused fear among parents 
in Tracy and particularly in 
the mobile home complex, 
where residents described 
a tight-knit community. 
News of the rape allegation 
heightened concern for 
children. 

The little girl’s family broke 
down in tears when they were 
told of the sexual assault 
allegations. 

“I’m in shock. The whole 
thing is unimaginable,” 
Sandra’s aunt, Angie Chavez, 
said Monday. 

A public memorial service 
is scheduled for Sandra on 
Thursday.

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Somali pirates on hijack 
spree since weekend

MOMBASA, Kenya (AP) 
— Somali pirates were back 
to business as usual Tuesday, 
defiantly seizing four more 
ships with 60 hostages after 
U.S. sharpshooters rescued an 
American freighter captain. “No 
one can deter us,” one bandit 
boasted. 

The freed skipper, Richard 
Phillips, will return home to the 
United States on Wednesday, 
after reuniting with his 19- 
man crew in the Kenyan port 
of Mombasa, according to the 
shipping company Maersk Line 
Ltd. 

The brigands grabbed more 


ships and hostages to show 
they would not be intimidated 
by President Barack Obama’s 
pledge to confront the high-seas 
bandits, according to a pirate 
based in the Somali coastal town 
of Harardhere. 

“Our latest hijackings are meant 
to show that no one can deter us 
from protecting our waters from 
the enemy because we believe 
in dying for our land,” Omar 
Dahir Idle told The Associated 
Press by telephone. “Our guns do 
not fire water. I am sure we will 
avenge.” 

On Monday, Obama vowed to 
“halt the rise of piracy” without 
saying exactly how the U.S. and 
allies would do it. 


The pirates have vowed 
vengeance for five colleagues 
slain by U.S. and French forces 
in two hostage rescues since 
Friday. 

“The recent American operation, 
French navy attack on our 
colleagues or any other operation 
mean nothing to us,” said Idle, 
26, whose gang holds a German 
freighter with 24 hostages. 

The pirates say they are fighting 
illegal fishing and dumping of 
toxic waste in Somali waters but 
have come to operate hundreds of 
miles from there in a sprawling 
1.1 million square-mile danger 
zone. 

The top U.S. military officer, 
Adm. Michael Mullen, said he 
takes the pirates ’ threats seriously, 
but “we’re very well prepared 
to deal with anything like that.” 
Mullen, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, spoke on ABC’s 
“Good Morning America.” 

After a lull at the beginning of the 
year because of rough seas, the 
pirates since the end of February 
have attacked 78 ships, hijacked 
19 of them and hold 16 vessels 
with more than 300 hostages 
from a dozen or so countries. 
Pirates can extort $ 1 million and 
more for each ship and crew. 
Kenya estimates they raked in 
$150 million last year. 

A flotilla of warships from nearly 
a dozen countries has patrolled 
the Gulf of Aden and nearby 
Indian Ocean waters for months. 
They have halted many attacks 
but say the area is so vast they 
can’t stop all hijackings. 

The Gulf of Aden, which links 
the Suez Canal and the Red 
Sea to the Indian Ocean, is 
the shortest route from Asia to 
Europe and one of the world’s 
busiest shipping lanes, crossed 
by more than 20,000 ships each 
year. The alternative route around 
the continent’s southern Cape 
of Good Hope takes up to two 
weeks longer at huge expense. 

In an unusual nighttime raid, 
pirates seized the Greek- 
managed bulk carrier MV Irene 
E.M. before dawn Tuesday. 
Hours later, they commandeered 
the Lebanese-owned cargo ship 
MV Sea Horse. 

On Sunday or Monday, they took 
two Egyptian fishing trawlers. 
Maritime officials said the Irene 
carried 21 to 23 Filipino crew and 
the fishing boats 36 fishermen, 
all believed to be Egyptian. A 
carrier the size of the Sea Horse 
would need at least a dozen crew,

although the exact number was 
not immediately available. 

NATO spokeswoman Shona 
Lowe said pirates in three or 
four speedboats captured the 
Sea Horse off Somalia’s eastern 
coast. 

The Irene, flagged in the 
Caribbean island nation of St. 
Vincent and the Grenadines, was 
sailing from the Middle East to 
South Asia, said Noel Choong of 
the Malaysia-based International 
Maritime Bureau, a piracy 
watchdog. U.S. Navy Lt. Nathan 
Christensen, spokesman for the 
Bahrain-based 5th Fleet, said the 
Irene carried 23 Filipino crew. 

A maritime security contractor 
said the Irene sent a distress 
signal about a suspicious vessel 
approaching. That rapidly 
turned into an attack and then a 
hijacking. 

“They tried to call in support 
on the emergency channels, but 
they never got any response,” 
the contractor said on condition 
of anonymity because it is a 
sensitive security issue. 

The Yemeni Embassy in 
Washington said its coast guard 
exchanged gunfire Monday 
with 14 Somali pirates who 
had hijacked a 23-foot Yemeni 
fishing vessel. Its forces freed 13 
Yemeni hostages and detained 
two pirates, while the rest fled on 
a boat, the embassy said. 


The Egyptian boats were taken 
in the gulf off Somalia’s northern 
coast. Said Mursi, Egypt’s 
ambassador to Somalia who is 
based in Kenya, said the trawlers 
probably did not have licenses to 
fish Somali waters. “From my 
experience, I think that they were 
illegally fishing,” he told The 
Associated Press. 

Commercial fishing boats 
have been illegally harvesting 
Somalia’s rich and varied sea life, 
including sought-after yellowfm 
tuna, since the country collapsed 
into lawlessness in the 1990s. 
The United Nations estimates 
the illegal fishing costs the Horn 
of Africa nation $300 million 
annually. 

The U.N. envoy to Somalia called 
piracy a “pandemic” and urged 
the bandits’ financial backers to 
be identified quickly and held 
accountable. 

Ahmedou Ould-Abdallah 

praised the action by Washington 
and Paris, calling it “a strong 
message” to the pirates and their 
backers. 

Phillips, 53, of Underhill, 
Vermont, was steaming Tuesday 
toward Kenya aboard the USS 
Bainbridge, where he is being 
debriefed by FBI officials 
and maritime experts, said a 
senior U.S. defense official in 
Washington. 
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Thai police charge 14 
leaders In violent protests

BANGKOK (AP) — Police 
issued arrest warrants for 14 
leaders of an anti-government 
movement, including ousted 
Prime Minister Thaksin 
Shinawatra, as protesters 
abruptly ended violent 
demonstrations in Thailand’s 
capital. Aday after red-shirted 
protesters burned buses and 
seized intersections in clashes 
with police and soldiers that 
left two people dead and 123 
injured, their leaders called 
it quits Tuesday, urging a 
group of 2,000 die-hard 
demonstrators to go home. 
The swift and unexpected 
resolution headed off the 
possibility of a confrontation 
with heavily armed troops 
massing around the 
demonstrators’ encampment 
near the seat of government. 
Dispirited protesters quietly 
boarded government buses 
watched over by soldiers. 

But few expected it was the 
endofarural-basedmovement 


that has shown the ability to 
mobilize 100,000 protesters 
and derail a regional summit 
in its campaign to oust a 
government dominated by 
urban elements and to force 
new elections. 

Chamvit Kasetsiri, one of 
Thailand’s most prominent 
historians, said the “political 
convulsion” may be over 
for now, but the underlying 
tensions between the 
rural poor and urban elite 
highlighted during the 
demonstrations remain. 

“The government has 
underestimated the wrath 
of rural and marginalized 
people and that is partly why 
they have not made enough 
effort to reach out to heal the 
rift. Without addressing that, 
this is not going to be the last 
riot,” he said. 

The demonstrations were a 
mirror of mass protests by 
urban groups last year that 
snarled Bangkok until the 
courts removed a government 
led by Thaksin’s allies who 


were elected on the strength 
of rural voters. 

The appointment of Prime 
Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva 
further angered many rural 
people, who were already 
upset by a 2006 coup that 
ousted Thaksin, and their 
disenchantment blew up into 
their own protest movement. 
Three of the 14 protest 
leaders were in police 
custody, metropolitan police 
spokesman Suporn Pansua 
said, and the Bangkok 
Criminal Court issued arrest 
warrants for 11 others, 
including Thaksin, who went 
into self-imposed exile last 
year before a court convicted 
him of violating a conflict of 
interest law. 

The warrants accuse the 
protest leaders of creating 
a public disturbance and 
engaging in illegal assembly, 
which carry prison terms of 
up to seven and three years, 
respectively. 

“This is not a victory or a 
loss of any particular group,”

Abhisit said in a televised 
address. “If it is victory, it is 
victory of society that peace 
and order has returned.” 

But he warned the threat 
from the red-clad protesters 
was not over. 

“The operation under the 
state of emergency is not 
completed. There are still 
things to do,” he said. “There 
are still protesters in some 
areas. The only difference 
is they aren’t wearing red 
anymore.” 

Jakrapob Penkair, a protest 
leader who had not turned 
himself in, said the movement 
“will continue fighting.” He 
did not specify what action 
they would take next. 


Thaksin, considered by 
most protesters to be their 
leader, had addressed the 
demonstrators via video 
nearly every evening. 

Siri Kadmai, a 45-year-old 
protester who was wearing 
buttons and a T-shirt 
expressing love for the former 
prime minister, insisted 
the movement had not lost 
the fight but was making a 
strategic withdrawal in the 
face of the power of security 
forces. 

“We were only in a 
disadvantageous position,” 
Siri said as she waited to 
board a bus. “We only 
have hearts. We don’t have 
weapons.” 
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Diplomats say world powers talking new Iran tack

VIENNA (AP) — The U.S. 
and five other world powers 
are planning talks on new 
strategies to curb Iran’s nuclear 
ambitions, diplomats from the 
countries involved said. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said the ultimate 
goal of getting Iran to suspend 
its enrichment program 
remained unchanged. 

But three diplomats from 
countries involved in 
the discussions told The 
Associated Press Tuesday that 
Washington and its negotiating 
partners were planning to 
review strategies on engaging 
Iran on its nuclear program. 
They are awaiting a formal 
reply from Tehran on a new 
meeting to follow up on the 
last, abortive session nearly a 
year ago. 

Obama administration officials 
declined to publicly discuss 
possible new strategies for 
dealing with Iran but said the 
immediate goal is to get Iran 
back to the negotiating table. 
One senior official said that 
could involve allowing Iran to 
continue enriching uranium at 
its current level for an as-yet 
undetermined length of time. 
That concession was agreed 
two years ago by the U.S. 
and the five other powers — 
Russia, China, Britain, France 
and Germany. The idea is to 
wrest a commitment from Iran 


not to increase its activities 
during the time it takes to 
arrange formal negotiations 
meant to reach a permanent 
agreement on the scope of 
Tehran’s nuclear program. 
That could include tolerating 
some form of domestic 
enrichment on the part of Iran 
at some point in the future. 

In an offer made to Tehran in 
June — that Iran did not take 
up — the six nations said they 
were willing “to recognize 
Iran’s right to develop 
research, production and use 
of nuclear energy for peaceful 
purposes” in line with its 
obligations under the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. 

They also offered to treat 
Iran’s nuclear program “in 
the same manner as that of 
any non-nuclear Weapon 
State Party to the NPT once 
international confidence in the 
exclusively peaceful nature 
of Iran’s nuclear program is 
restored.” 

But restoring such confidence 

— which could result in 
international tolerance of an 
Iranian enrichment program 

— would likely be a matter of 
years. 

The U.S. official would not 
comment on whether the 
administration was willing to 
consider allowing Tehran to 
permanently run a small-scale 
enrichment program under 
the auspices of international 
inspectors but noted that the 


U.S. position has been for 
some time that Iran has a right 
to a civilian nuclear power 
program. 

The U.S. official and the 
diplomats from nations in the 
six-country group demanded 
anonymity because their 
information was confidential. 
The six nations first demanded 
that Iran agree to dismantle its 
enrichmentprogramthreeyears 
ago. In return, the six nations 
offered Tehran economic and 
political incentives. 

The talks stalemated over Iran ’ s 
refusal to give up enrichment 
— and gave Tehran to time to 
accelerate its efforts. 

In the last two years, Tehran 
has amassed more than 
enough enriched uranium 
to build nuclear weapons 


should it choose to do so. It 
also has rapidly expanded 
the number of machines used 
in the process from several 
hundred to thousands — the 
International Atomic Energy 
puts the number of operating 
centrifuges at more than 
5,000, while Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 

recently boasted of having 
more than 7,000 in place 
— although he did not say all 
were fully running. 

While the former U.S. 
administration was adamant 
in insisting that Iran scrap 
its enrichment program, it 
softened its position two years 
ago when it and its negotiating 
partners told Tehran that they 
could accept a continuation 
of enrichment for the limited 


time it took to agree on the 
time, place and concrete topics 
of formal negotiations. 

But the concession failed to 
elicit a change from Iran’s 
insistence that it would 
continue enrichment as part 
of its rights under the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. The 
decision to end America’s 
absence at the negotiating table 
and send a representative to sit 
in the same room with Iran at 
the nuclear talks last year had 
a similar lack of effect. 

The six nations issued an 
invitation for new talks last 
week, and Washington said 
a U.S. negotiator would 
participate, in keeping with 
the Obama administration’s 
pledge to engage Tehran 
instead of attempting to isolate 
it.

Russia also deplored the 
move and urged its neighbor 
to rejoin six-nation talks, 
which have been held 
since 2003 in an attempt 
to get Pyongyang to give 
up its nuclear program in 
exchange for aid and other 
concessions. Britain’s 
Foreign Office said the 
break with the IAEA was 
“completely unjustified.” 
China — Pyongyang’s 
main ally and the host of 
the talks — called for calm 
on all sides. 

Despite its defiance, 
analysts say North Korea, 
one of the poorest countries 
in the world, is unlikely to 
abandon the talks altogether. 
They suggested North 
Korea could be trying to 
draw the United States into 
direct negotiations, which 
it has long sought. 

Hajime Izumi, a North 
Korea expert at the 
University of Shizuoka in 
Japan, saidtheNorthKorean 
reaction was designed to 
“bring the United States 
to the negotiating table 
and squeeze maximum 
concessions from it.” 

All 15 members of the 
Security Council, including 
China and Russia, agreed 
Monday to condemn the 


April 5 launch as a violation 
of U.N. resolutions and to 
tighten sanctions against the 
regime. The U.N. statement 
was weaker than the resolution 
Japan and the United States 
had pursued. 

North Korea claims it launched 
a communications satellite 
as part of a peaceful bid to 
develop its space program as 
Kim Jong II embarked on his 
third term as leader. The U.S. 
and others call the launch an 
illicit test of the technology 
used to fire an intercontinental 
ballistic missile, even one 
eventually destined for the 
U.S. 

A Security Council resolution 
passed in 2006, days after 
North Korea carried out an 
underground nuclear test, 
prohibits Pyongyang from 
engaging in any ballistic 
missile-related activity — 
including launching rockets 
that use the same delivery 
technology as missiles 
mounted with warheads, 
Washington and other nations 
say. 

Under a 2007 six-party deal, 
North Korea agreed to disable 
its main nuclear complex in 
Yongbyon north of Pyongyang 
in return for 1 million tons of 
fuel oil and other concessions. 
In June 2008, North Korea 
blew up the cooling tower 
at Yongbyon in a dramatic 
show of its commitment to 



denuclearization. 

But disablement came to halt 
a month later as Pyongyang 
wrangled with Washington 
over how to verify its 
18,000-page account of past 
atomic activities. The latest 
round of talks, in December, 
failed to push the process 
forward. 

On Tuesday, North Korea 
said it would restart nuclear 
facilities, an apparent 
reference to its plutonium- 
producing reactor at 
Yongbyon. North Korea 
already is believed to 
have enough plutonium to 
produce at least a half dozen 
atomic bombs. 

But David Albright, whose 
Washington-based Institute 
for Science and International 
Security tracks suspected 
secret proliferators, said 
restarting a reactor isn’t 
so simple, and kicking out 
the inspectors could be 
posturing. 
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Mexican detained with anti-aircraft machine gun

MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Mexican authorities arrested 
a woman guarding an arsenal 
that included the first anti¬ 
aircraft machine gun seized in 
Mexico, police said Tuesday, 
as the army announced the 
capture of an alleged top 
drug cartel lieutenant. 

The arsenal belonged to a 
group linked to the powerful 
Beltran-Leyva drug cartel, 
federal police coordinator 
Gen. Rodolfo Cruz said. It 
also included ammunition, 
five rifles, a grenade and part 
of a grenade launcher. 
Mexican drug cartels, 
battling a fierce crackdown 
by soldiers and federal police, 
have increasingly gotten 
hold of higher-powered 
weapons, even military- 
grade arms such as grenades 
and machine guns. That has 
left police — particularly 
state and municipal forces 
— grossly outgunned, and 
many officers have quit 
following attacks. 

Cruz said the confiscated .50- 
caliber, anti-aircraft machine 
gun can fire 800 rounds per 
minute and is capable of 
penetrating armor from more 
than 5,000 feet. Police on a 
routine patrol Monday found 
the gun fitted atop an SUV at 
a house in northern Sonora 
state. 

Authorities did not release 
any other details about the 
gun, including its make, 
where it was manufactured, 
or where it was sold. 

The arrested suspect, Anahi 
Beltran Cabrera, apparently 
is not related to the Beltran- 
Leyva clan, Cruz said. 

The U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives has traced many 
guns seized at scenes of 
drug violence in Mexico to 
U.S. commercial sources. 
But determining the source 
of military-grade weapons 
such as grenades and fully 


automatic machine guns is 
more complicated. 

The ATF says the grenades 
are mostly smuggled in 
through Central America, 
and have been traced back 
to the militaries of many 
countries, from South Korea 
to Spain and Israel. Some 
may be leftovers from the 
Central American civil wars. 
Assailants have fired 
on government aircraft 
performing anti-drug 

missions in Mexico in the 
past, but apparently never 
with the caliber of weapon 
found Monday. 

In 2006, a helicopter on a 
federal drug-eradication 
mission crashed while trying 
to escape ground fire, and 
a second helicopter was 
damaged by gunfire in 
the Pacific coast state of 
Guerrero. 

Mexico is upgrading its 
northern and southern border 
checkpoints in an effort 
to detect and seize more 
guns and other contraband, 
installing equipment that 
will weigh and photograph 
each car and truck coming 
into the country. 

President Barack Obama 
has promised to do more to 
stop gun trafficking from 
the United States to Mexico. 
He has pledged to dispatch 
nearly 500 more federal 
agents to the border, along 
with X-ray machines and 
drug-sniffing dogs. 

Also Tuesday, the Mexican 
army announced the capture 
of Ruben Granados Vargas, 
an alleged lieutenant for the 
Beltran-Leyva drug cartel 
in the Pacific coast state of 
Guerrero. 

Gen. Luis Arturo Oliver said 
soldiers caught Granados 
Vargas and two other 
suspects with four rifles 
and 2.6 pounds of opium on 
Monday. 

Granados Vargas allegedly 
ran the cartel’s drug planting, 
harvesting and trafficking 


operations on the coast west 
of the resort of Acapulco. 

He is implicated in a number 
of kidnappings and killings 
in the region, including 
attacks as part of a turf war 
with an alleged Sinaloa cartel 
rival that left 17 people dead 
last year, organized crime 
prosecutor Marisela Morales 
said. 


Granados Vargas ’ wife, sister- 
in-law and two sons were 
later killed in retaliation, 
prosecutors. 

Mexico’s drug violence 
has claimed more than 
10,650 lives since President 
Felipe Calderon launched 
a military-led offensive 
against trafficking cartels in 
December 2006. 


In March, the government 
sent thousands more troops 
to the northern border to 
quell escalating violence. 
The government announced 
Sunday that drug-related 
homicides fell 26 percent 
across the country in the first 
three months of the year, 
compared to the same period 
in 2008. 


Fidel Castro: New US rules 
positive, minimal 


HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Castro said 
Tuesday that U.S. rules allowing unlimited 
family travel and remittances to the island 
are “positive, although minimal.” 

The ailing 82-year-old ex-president saluted 
the U.S. rules changes announced by the 
Obama administration in a column posted 
on a government Web site Tuesday. 

But he wrote that “we need many others” 
including the elimination of the “wet-foot, 
dry-foot” policy. Under that rule, Cubans 
fleeing the island who are apprehended on 
the high seas are returned home while those 
who make it to U.S. territory can stay. 
Earlier, Castro wrote that the changes did 
not go far enough. “Of the blockade, which 
is the crudest of measures, not a word was 
uttered,” Castro said in a column posted 
online Monday night. 

Castro, who has been unusually prolific in 
recent days, lambasted the Organization of 


American States Tuesday afternoon in his 
third essay in a little more than 24 hours. 
“Does the OAS have the right to exist?” the 
headline read. 

Cuba was expelled from the OAS in 1962 
after member nations said its communist 
regime went against the hemispheric 
body’s principles. Cuba’s possible return 
to the OAS is expected to be among topics 
discussed at the Summit of the Americas 
opening Thursday in Trinidad. 

Castro reacted angrily to a recent news story 
quoting OAS chief Jose Miguel Insulza as 
saying the group still insists that all members 
“adhere to democratic principles.” 

“He knows that we don’t want to hear the 
infamous name of that institution,” Castro 
wrote. “It has not provided a single service 
to our peoples; it is the incarnation of 
betrayal.” 
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Oscar De La Hoya quits boxing at age 36

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Oscar De La Hoya called it 
quits in the ring on Tuesday, 
ending a career in which 
he won 10 world titles in 
six divisions and became 
American boxing’s most 
popular fighter. 

He announced his decision at 
an outdoor plaza across the 
street from Staples Center, 
where a statue of the 36-year- 
old nicknamed Golden Boy 
stands. 

“I ’ve come to the conclusion 
that it’s over,” De La Hoya, 
from East Los Angeles, said 
before hundreds of fans, 
including comedian George

NFL releases full 
regular-season schedule 

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dallas Cowboys will open their 
new $1.1 billion stadium against the New York Giants on 
Sept. 20. The match was revealed with the release of 2009 
NLL schedule on Tuesday. 

The reigning Super Bowl champion Pittsburgh Steelers 
meet the division rival Baltimore Ravens twice in five 
weeks late in the season after they faced off in the ALC title 
game. They play on Nov. 29 and Dec. 27. 

The NEC champion Arizona Cardinals, who were edged 
by the Steelers in the Super Bowl, are scheduled for three 
nationally television prime-time games: Sept. 27 at home 
against Indianapolis; Oct. 25 at home vs. the Giants; and 
Dec. 14 at San Francisco. 

On Oct. 11, the New England Patriots take on Denver and 
former offensive coordinator Josh McDaniels, now the 
Broncos’ coach. New England renews its rivalry with the 
Indianapolis Colts on Nov. 15. 

The NFL had already announced the opening weekend’s 
main games. The Steelers begin their title defense on Sept. 
10 against the Tennessee Titans, who had the league’s best 
record in 2008 and beat the Steelers 31-14 in the regular 
season. The first Monday game features the Patriots — in 
what they hope is quarterback Tom Brady’s return — 
against the Buffalo Bills, in receiver Terrell Owens’ debut. 
Also that night, the San Diego Chargers visit the Oakland 
Raiders as the league pays tribute to the American Football 
League, which would have been 50 years old in 2010. All 
four of those teams are original AFL franchises. 

New England also plays Tampa Bay in London on Oct. 25, 
with the Buccaneers as the host team. 


Lopez and Oscar-nominated 
actor and former fighter 
Mickey Rourke. “It’s over 
inside the ring for me.” 

De La Hoya retires four months 
after he was thoroughly 
beaten by Manny Pacquiao, 
his fourth loss in his last seven 
fights. He has not defeated a 
formidable opponent since 
Fernando Vargas in 2002. 
Age and diminished skills led 
to losses in recent years to 
Felix Trinidad, Shane Mosley, 
Bernard Hopkins and Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. 

He won his last title in 
May 2006, beating Ricardo 
Mayorga in six rounds for the 
WBC light middleweight belt. 
He finished with a record of 
39-6 and 30 knockouts. 

“This is the love of my life, 
boxing is my passion, boxing 
is what I was bom to do,” De 
La Hoya said. “When I can’t 
do it anymore, when I can’t 
compete at the highest level, 
it’s not fair. It’s not fair to me, 
it’s not fair to the fans, it’s not 
fair to nobody.” 

De La Hoya transcended his 
sport, generating crossover 
appeal among Latinos and 


whites. He was especially 
popular among women, who 
filled his news conferences 
and fights while screaming 
their approval of the boxer 
blessed with a magnetic smile 
and movie-star looks. 

De La Hoya said he based his 
decision on not wanting to let 
down his fans or himself. But 
he admitted he stmggled to 
end things. 

“Now I understand why 
athletes have such a tough time 
retiring from something that 
you feel so passionate about, 
from your sport that you’re 
always thinking you can try 
one more time,” he said. 

“I can still train hard and I can 
still compete, but when you’re 
an athlete that has competed 
on the highest level for a lot of 
years, it’s not fair. It’s not fair 
to step inside the ring and not 
give my best.” 

Although the second half of 
his career wasn’t as successful, 
De La Hoya was a champ at 
the ticket window. His bouts 
were guaranteed pay-per- 
view successes, and he was 
a cash cow for HBO, which 
broadcast 32 of his fights — 


the most of any boxer — and 
generated millions in profits 
for the cable network. 

De La Hoya kept a stem 
expression during his 
announcement, his voice 
breaking only when he 
thanked his father, Joel, who 
sat on the stage with the 
boxer’s wife, Millie Corretjer, 
a Puerto Rican singer. 

“I remember the times when 
he would take me to the gym 
and never gave up on me,” De 
La Hoya said. “We’ve lived 
some tough moments inside 
the ring, we’ve been through 
everything, but my father was 
always there for me. Thank 
you for pushing me as hard as 
you can.” 

De La Hoya began boxing at 
age 5, following in the path of 
his grandfather and father. He 
won an Olympic gold medal 
at the 1992 Barcelona Games, 
delivering on a promise to his 
late mother, Cecilia, who died 
of breast cancer two years 
earlier. It was that performance 
that launched his pro career. 
De La Hoya will stay involved 
in the sport as a promoter 
with his successful Golden 
Boy Promotions company. He 
had been juggling the roles of 
boxer and promoter in the last 
few years, preparing for his 
eventual retirement. 

“I am very happy for Oscar 
and his family,” Pacquiao 
said in a statement. “I think 
he made the correct decision. 
Fighters of my generation 
owe him a great debt. I wish 
him nothing but the best.” 

In keeping with his Mexican 
roots, De La Hoya followed 
his announcement with 
comments in Spanish. 

De La Hoya has donated 
money to fund a hospital wing 
named for his late mother and a 
charter high school downtown 
that bears his name.

NHl-best Sharks set playoff sights on Red Wings

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Detroit Red Wings find 
themselves in a familiar 
position — the favorite. 

The Stanley Cup champions 
dropped to the No. 2 seed 
in the Western Conference 
behind the San Jose Sharks, 
but they are again the team 
to beat as the NHL playoffs 
begin on Wednesday. 

“Detroit is the defending 
Stanley Cup champion and 
they earned that,” Sharks 
general manager Doug Wilson 
said. “They are the defending 
team, and we look at them that 
way with that respect until 
there is a new champion.” 

The Sharks, along with the 
other 15 teams to reach the 
postseason, certainly hope to 
be lifting the Cup in about 
two months. After several 
disappointing early ousters 
that led to the dismissal of 
coach Ron Wilson last year, 
San Jose has its eyes on the 
prize. 

Expectations are even higher 
now that the Sharks posted 
the NHL’s best regular-season 
record for the first time in 
team history and earned 
the President’s Trophy. 
They added several players 
who captured the Cup in 
other places — including 
defensemen Rob Blake and 
Dan Boyle — and put the 
squad in the hands of rookie 
coach Todd McLellan, who 
had been an assistant with the 
champion Red Wings. 
“Pressure is on all the teams 
in this league,” Wilson said. 
“Every season is a new 
season and, if anything, you 
embrace your past because 
the experiences our players 
have gone through are very 
positive. 

“They’ve played in probably 
more playoff rounds than 
just about anybody other 
than Detroit the last four or 
five years. That is a positive 
experience.” 

The Red Wings will open 
their title defense on Thursday 
when they host the Columbus 
Blue Jackets, who are in the 
playoffs for the first time. 
San Jose will welcome the 
Anaheim Ducks that night, 
and No. 5 Calgary will visit the 


No. 4 Chicago Blackhawks, 
who haven’t been in the 
postseason since 2002. 

“It’s exciting now we’re 
finally there,” 20-year-old 
Blackhawks captain Jonathan 
Toews said. “Everything kind 
of steps up a notch. Every 
little mistake, every little play 
is a little bit more in focus at 
this point. It’s time to come 
together and try to limit those 
mistakes and play as a team 
and do it for each other.” 

The St. Louis Blues also 
make their return after three 
failed seasons that followed 
25 consecutive trips to the 
playoffs. By moving up to 
sixth-place on Sunday, they 
earned the right to play the 
Vancouver Canucks — who 
surged at the end behind All- 
Star goalie Roberto Luongo 
and won the Northwest 
Division.

Rockets close on Southwest crown 


HOUSTON (AP) — The 
Houston Rockets moved 
within one win of the NBA’s 
Southwest Division title with 
an 86-66 win over the New 
Orleans Hornets on Monday. 
Yao Ming scored 22 points 
to lead the way for Houston, 
while Luis Scola grabbed 15 
rebounds. 

If the Rockets win their 
regular-season finale in 
Dallas on Wednesday, they’ll 
secure their first division 
championship for 15 years. 
But in the tight Western 
Conference, Houston could 
also slip to fifth place — and 
lose home-court advantage in 
the first round — with a loss 
to the Mavericks. 

The Hornets shot only 35 
percent from the field and 
their 66 points were a season 
low. 

Cavaliers 117, Pacers 109 
In Indianapolis, Cleveland 
clinched the NBA’s best record 
and home-court advantage 
throughout the playoffs by 
beating Indiana. 

Getting the home-court edge 
was especially important 
because Cleveland has a 39-1 
record at home, the best in the 


league. 

LeBron James scored 37 
points to lead the Cavaliers, 
who won their fifth straight. 
Bucks 98, Magic 80 
In Milwaukee, Orlando 
slipped to a third straight loss 
by a lowly opponent, beaten 
easily by Milwaukee. 

Richard Jefferson scored 24 
points for the Bucks in their 
home finale, providing a late 
hight note to an otherwise 
offkey season. 

The Magice was playing 
without Dwight Howard and 
two other starters. 

Orlando was coming off 
losses to New York and New 
Jersey, but is locked in the No. 
3 playoff seed in the Eastern 
Conference. 

Spurs 101, Warriors 72 
In Oakland, California, San 
Antonio kept pace with 
Houston atop the Southwest 
Division by crushing Golden 
State. 

Tony Parker scored 17 points 
and Tim Duncan added 16 
points and 13 rebounds before 
both stars sat out the fourth 
quarter. 

The Spurs won their third 
straight to pull even at 53- 
28 with the Rockets and 


Portland. 

If Houston and San Antonio 
both win their regular-season 
finales, the Rockets will win 
a tiebreaker and get the No. 
3 playoff seed, while San 
Antonio could end up starting 
the postseason on the road 
against the Trail Blazers unless 
Dallas knocks off Houston. 
The Warriors had just seven 
available players. 

Bulls 91, Pistons 88 
In Auburn Hills, Michigan, Ben 
Gordon made a tiebreaking 
layup with 15 seconds left, 
and Chicago locked Detroit in 
the No. 8 seed in the Eastern 
Conference. 

The loss means the Pistons 
will face Cleveland in the first 
round of the playoffs. The 
Bulls lead Philadelphia by a 
half-game for sixth. 

Chicago overcame a double¬ 
digit deficit in the second 
half. 

Trail Blazers 113, Thunder 83 
In Portland, Oregon, Portland 
notched a fifth straight win by 
cruising past Oklahoma City. 
Travis Outlaw had 21 points as 
a last-minute starter, Brandon 
Roy had 20 points and Greg 
Oden had 16 points and nine 
rebounds.

LA PAZ (Reuters) - El 
presidente de Bolivia, Evo
